Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants clarified their invention and described how their invention 
implements a sigma delta DAC versus how the Bibyk reference implements a sigma delta DAC. Applicants also 
argued that their combination of a sigma delta DAC, as claimed, and a motor control closed loop system exhibits 
unexpected results. Applicants argued that codecs, as disclosed in the Bibyk reference, cannot be used in a closed 
loop motor control system. Finally, applicants argued that Figure 1 of Bibyk does not disclose closed loop feedback 
because the input to the physical phenomenon is not dependent on the received information from the physical 
phenomenon. The examiner agreed with the applicants arguments in that the codecs disclosed in Bibyk, which use a 
sigma delta DAC, are not meant to be used in a motor control feedback loop. Furthermore, the examiner also agrees 
that Figure 1 does not display an actual feedback loop, i.e., where a device's input is based on the fed back output. 
Accordingly, the examiner finds that there is no motivation to combine the Bibyk reference with the Kobayashi et al. 
reference. Therefore, the examiner agrees to withdrawal this rejection. Note however, that a further search is needed 
before the examiner can allow the claims. 
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
